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School budget talks tonight

The Wilmington School Com- 
mittee begins its third round of 
budget deliberations tonight 
(Wednesday) with hopes of 
reaching a consensus on where to 
make reductions in order to reach a 
bottom line figure of $12.1 million 
for fiscal 1993. The current budget 
is $12.3 million. 

"The committee wants to make 
$12.1 million work. I think we're 
all of that opinion,” noted 
committeeman John DeMarco after 
last week's talks, 

Just how the board will make that 
figure work is anybody's guess as 
members already seem divided in 
their educational priorities, 

Supt. William Fay proposed last 
Monday that the board reach a 
$12,100,641 budget by cutting 
$46,507 from the current 
non-salary account of $2,152,418 
and $899,900 from the $10,893,630 
salary figure the board is obligated 
to meet next year. To reach his 
recommended figure, which is the 
same as that of the town manager, 
Fay proposed a number of cuts. 
These include all athletic accounts; 
two more buses which would 
eliminate bus service to students in 
grades seven through 12; a total of 
25 full and part time positions 
which would include 18 teachers, 
five elementary tutors, business / 
school partnership coordinator, and 
class advisors; reductions in 
substitutes at the secondary level; 
reductions in supplies, texts, and 
testing materials; and leaving vacant 
a physical education and nurse's 
position, 

According to Fay, the cuts would 
spell "drastic changes" for the entire 
system. Under his proposed 
package, for example, the average. 
elementary class will contain 27,3 


pupils, the gifted and talented 
Program and the business 
partnership will be eliminated, no 
health program would be offered 
below sixth grade, and no computer 
program offered below ninth grade. 
In addition, the school department 
“would have to rely on volunteers to 
fill club advisory positions and on 
fees and outside monies to fund an 
athletic program. 

In order to maintain quality and 
offer students a variety of programs 
and courses, Fay proposed several 
courses of action. He suggested 
asking the teachers' union to 
relinquish its five percent salary 
increase for 1993. He recommended 
asking town meeting to defer 
$532,636 of the 1993 payroll and 
pay it back over a 15 year period 
beginning in 1998. The board on 
Wednesday voted four to three in 
favor of having the town manager 
draw up a deferment article for the 
upcoming town meeting, DeMarco 
said the manager okayed the article, 
A third possibility to reduce the 
impact of proposed cuts lies in 
receiving some money under the 
legislative educational reform 
package. The only problem, said 
Fay, is the uncertainty over when 
the package will be accepted and 
how much of the $186 million will 
come to Wilmington. 

At the close of his budget message, 
the superintendent noted that 
“failing to support education as a 
‘crown jewel’ rather than a ‘burden 
to be borne’ is a mistake -- a mistake 
from which we may never 
recover.” 

During their first budget meeting, 
committeemen were dissatisfied 
with some of Fay's recommen- 
dations. They directed the 
superintendent to look into other 


areas. DeMarco suggested adjusting 
salaries in the three Contracts 
(nurses, secretaries, and educational 
assistants) due to expire in 1993. 
Chairman Aldo Caira and Peggy 
Kane Suggested Fay look into 
restructuring the reading depart- 
méfit. The board also recommended 
another way to provide nursing 
services and reorganizing admin- 
istrative personnel, 

In a memo to the board, members 
of the finance committee suggested 
saving money by changing the mini 
van drivers from full to part time 
employees, leaving the Woburn 
Street School principal position 
vacant after the departure of 
Dolores Silva and having the 
remaining principals share 
responsibilities, and eliminating the 
business administrator's position. 
Fay said the suggestions were not 
feasible given the growing 
population at the elementary level 
and the type of workload carried by 
the business manager. The 
superintendent is currently in 
negotiations with the mini van 
drivers, 

A lot of discussion on Wednesday 
was devoted to restructuring the 
reading department. After meeting 
with principals and Reading 
Director Brenda Horan, Fay 
proposed making the director a 
department head with the 
responsibility for five classes. Since 
some of the duties of a reading 
teacher overlap with those of the 
classroom teacher, Fay also 
Suggested cutting three of the six 
reading positions for a reported 
savings of $150,000. 

Some administrators argued 
against a proposal to have the 
Regional Health Center provide 
nursing services to the schools to cut 


down the need for nurses. It was felt . 


such a move could place the system 
in jeopardy, especially with the need 
to monitor and provide medication 
to some special needs youngsters. 
Other areas looked at were the 
elimination of industrial arts, 
especially at the high school; 
adopting the*state’s School Choice 
plan; and the possibility of saving 
about $180,000 in library salaries, 
However, no definite decisions were 
made except to have Fay meet again 
with his administrative team and 
rethink his budget proposal before 
tonight's meeting. 

Dr. Shirley Callan has been 
adamant each year that classroom 
teachers receive top priority. This 
year was no exception. Dr. Callan 
told this paper while she did not 


favor any teacher layoffs she also 
did not want to drag out the process 
to make needed reductions, 

"I will not stand by and see the 
teachers crucified. I don't want to 
see the teachers traumatized and 
dragged through the summer not 
knowing who's being laid off. I 
think that would be terrible,” she 
said. 

Dr. Callan also took issue with 
administrators who have so far not 
offered to give up their raises. Fay 
offered to give up his raise last year. 
Like some of her fellow members, 
Dr, Callan also felt it was "not 
acceptable” to cut the entire athletic 
budget. 

"I don't find that kind of red 
herring appropriate at this time,’ 
she said, 

DeMarco said, without the 
deferral of the teachers’ last 
paycheck in 1993, "I'm not going to 
be real happy with what we'll offer 
in September.” He added “we'll 
keep giving less and less. I think it 
will have an effect in two or three 
years. 


EPA queries health officials 
on past landfill operations

Wilmington health officials are 
working with the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) in their 
ongoing investigation of the Shaffer 
Landfill, one of six sub sites that 
make up the Ironhorse Park 
superfund site in Billerica. Officials 
are also cooperating with the EPA 
and the Department of Environ- 
mental Protection (DEP) in its 
investigation of Rocco's Landfill on 
South Street in Tewksbury. In both 
cases, Wilmington had contracted in 
the past with waste haulers who 
apparently have used the two 
landfills to dispose of some of the 
town's solid waste. 
According to Health Director 


Greg Erickson, the town contracted 
with Vining Disposal Service of 
Medford and Stanley Roketenetz 
Inc. of Woburn to pick up solid 
waste from the town prior to the 
more recent contract with NESWC. 
Those two firms, said Erickson, 
"apparently" had contracts with the 
Shaffer Landfill. During the 
current investigation, it was 
brought out that some of 
Wilmington's trash was disposed of 
at the Billerica landfill. In January, 
the town received a survey from the 
EPA asking for responses to 18 
multi-questions. The questions were 
technical in nature and ranged from 
the type of vehicle used to haul away 
the trash to local dumping sites, 


McCoy surprise entrant 
in selectmen's race

In a surprise last minute decision, 
former Wilmington selectman 
Michael McCoy pulled nomination 
papers last week for one of two 
open seats on the board of 
selectmen. McCoy, who serve a one 
year term on the board from 1987 
to 1990, currently is facing assault 
charges brought by Selectman Bob 
Cain after a fray in town hall three 


years ago. 

McCoy will be up against some 
stiff competition in the form of five 
other candidates who have wasted 
litde time in getting their campaigns 
underway. Those running for two 
three year seats on the board are 
incumbent Chester Bruce, housing 
authority chairman Tom Siracusa, 


William Haru, ‘failed to return his 
nomination papers by the March 2 
deadline; 


Six names will be placed on the 
April 18 ballot for three, three year 
seats on the Wilmington School 
Committee. They are incumbents 
Aldo Caira, John DeMarco, and 
Andrea Paglia and challengers Dr. 
James Demos, Brad Jackson, and 
Linda McMenimen. The latter three 
candidates are all former members 
of the committee. 

Three residents are vying for two 
seats on the local housing authority. 
They are Al Meegan and Dot 
Butler, who were appointed to fill 
vacancies on the board, and 
newcomer Charles Fiore Jr. 

John Gillis of the Shawsheen Tech 
School Committee and Vaughn 
Surprenant of the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Authority are both 
seeking another term on their 
boards, They are both running 
unopposed. 


local tax records,' and the 
identification of statutes under 
which the town operates. Failure to 
respond to the survey could result in 
a $25,000 a day fine, said Erickson. 

The idea behind the questionnaire, 
said the director, is to locate all 
parties responsible for the dumping 
that took place over the years. He 
added, after two meetings with 
various town department heads to 
research and formulate answers to 
the questions, the survey is almost 
complete. 

A second landfill in Tewksbury is 
also under investigation at the 
insistence of a group of concerned 
neighbors who go under the name 
of T.O.X.LC. (Town Organization 
Against Illness and Contamination). 
The landfill was reportedly closed 
down by a court order in the late 
1980's and an investigation is 
underway to determine the danger 


from certain chemicals found on 
site. According to Erickson, the 
neighborhood group has asked that 
the landfill be designated a 
superfund site and be put on the list 
for hazardous waste. 

A small portion of the landfill is 
located within the Wilmington town 
line, said Erickson. In the late 
1970's, the town had a contract with 
Browning, Ferris Industries Inc. of 
Boston to haul the town's trash 
away. That company reportedly had 
a contract with the landfill owners. 


Erickson told this paper, while his 
time is limited, he is prepared to 
cooperate fully with the 
investigation. He said he attended an 
early meeting of T.O.X.I.C. and 
also has offered to provide aerial 
photos of the site to those in charge 


of the investigation,

from Ristuccia's engineer Ken 
Miller. According to Planning - 
Conservation Director Lynn 
Duncan, the planning board 
traditionally signs off on such plans 
which means that the applicant 
doesn't have to come before the 
planning board because he has legal 
frontage or variances from ¢he 
board of appeals. The sign off is 
required before boundaries can be 
changed and recorded at the 
Registry of Deeds, said Duncan. 

In this case, members said they 
would rather hold off on a decision 
until more information is 
forthcoming. Planner Carole 
Hamilton asked that no decision be 
made until site plans are submitted 
on both the former Hyundai 
property and the parcel behind the 
dealership which houses the 
Ristuccia Exposition Center.

I’ve accomplished a lot as a single member of the Planning Board and as a single member of the Board of Selectmen. I would like to share three stories 
with you, the voters, that in some way I’ve helped three individual families, and their neighborhoods for the better in the Town of Wilmington. 

In 1986, as a member of the Planning Board, I worked with neighbors of Burlington Avenue, and neighbors of Roberts Road in opposition to the 
developer who wanted to rezone a large area of property for condominiums.

Sewer meeting 
focuses on funding

‘Of 15 neighboring towns, four 
pay for major sewer infrastructure 
Strictly through betterments, five 
pay strictly through taxation, and 
the rest use a combination of both 
methods or flat fees to pay for 
sewer projects. In many cases, state 
and federal grants helped defray the 
Cost to homeowners. 

The above information came out 
at the first meeting of Wilmington's 
Sewer Financing Advisory Board 
on Monday night. Voters at the 
December town meeting directed 
town administrators to form a 
committee to look into less costly 
ways to fund sewer projects 
following a furor over the proposed 
North East Interceptor project. 

Currently, the town is under the 

constraints of Chapter 297 of the 
Acts of 1958 which requires 
tesidents whose homes are bettered 
by sewer to pay 55 percent of the 
project's cost while the town picks 
up 45 percent of the price. The main 
problem with the betterment law is 
that now there are no state or 
federal grants available as there was 
in the past to lessen the burden on 
financially strapped homeowners. 
Town Counsel Alan Altman 
summed it up Monday when he 
explained "that was fine when the 
money was available (but) now it's 
time to build a new mousetrap." 
* During the two hour meeting, 
members reviewed the betterment 
law and its implications and legal 
and moral issues surrounding future 
funding methods. The board also 
feviewed the survey of other towns 
and funding alternatives which 
Gould be considered for 
Wilmington. 

“Town Manager Michael Caira, 
who chaired the first meeting, said 
the overriding questions was one of 
benefit, He asked, if the public 
benefits from sewers because they 
help protect the town's aquifers, 
then shouldn't everyone pay part of 
the cost? Later he cautioned 
members against coming up with a 
"simplistic" solution to what is 
teally "a very complex issue." 
‘Board member Arthur Spear 
Suggested those bettered by lateral 
Sewer lines coming down their 
Streets only pay for the smaller lines 
while all taxpayers pick up the cost 
of major trunk lines. Water and 
Sewer Commissioner Noel Baratta 


said his board had looked at that 
option but concluded that 
alternative would require a change 
in the present law. Caira pointed out 
if the formula was changed to 10 
percent betterments and 90 percent 
taxation, the town would be forced 
to fund trunk lines through an 
override of Prop 21/2, a debt 
exclusion, or a cut in municipal 
services because of a lack of funds. 
Paul Palizzolo, who also chairs the 
finance committee, suggested 
officials come up with a projected 
timeframe for the completion of the 
town's sewer system, 

"People are not .going to pay 
unless there's some kind of light at 
the end of the tunnel," he said in 
reference to the potential of funding 
sewers through taxation, 

When talk turned to the defeated 
North East Interceptor project, 
Caira claimed the project failed to 
pass a second time because people 
were unwilling or unable to pay the 
costs, especially with the 
Massachusetts Water Resource 
Authority steadily raising its rates. 

"A good percentage of the people 
didn't want sewerage," he said. 
George Boylen agreed that local 
residents aren't "knocking down 
doors" to get sewers, 

Palizzolo differed with that view 
saying it was his perception that 
people didn't want to stop building 
‘sewers; “they” just hati overriding 
financial concerns. 

George Allan, who was 
unanimously elected board 
chairman at the end of the night, 
Suggested a course of action, He said 
the board should get rid of the 
constraints of the betterment law, 
take into account changing 
conditions, and come up with a 
“rational formula" with built in 
flexibility in order to pay for future 
projects, 

At their next meeting March 16, 
the board will take a look at the 
town's master sewer plan and 
engineering input. Altman sug- 
gested the committee also look at the 
impact if the town chooses to fund a 
good portion of projects through a 
debt exclusion, Mike Woods of the 
local Department of Public Works 
was asked to expand his survey to 
include other towns which find 
themselves in a situation similar to 
Wilmington.

Wetlands 
expert 
on board

A new environmental specialist, 
who will act as an agent for the 
Wilmington Conservation Commis- 
sion, is expected to be hired by the 
end of March. 

According to Planning - Con- 
servation Director Lynn Duncan, 
over 100 resumes from in and out 
of state have been received, The list 
of applicants for the specialist's 
position is being pared down to five 
semi-finalists who will be 
interviewed by Duncan and two 
members of the Conservation 
Commission next week. The new 
specialist will assist Duncan and the 
commission with the more technical 
issues relating to the Wetlands 
Protection Act and preserving 
Wetlands in Wilmington. 

Since the departure of former 
administrator Eileen Chabot, 
Duncan has been handling the 
administrative duties of both the 
planning and conservation depart- 
ments. Duncan said this week with 
the cooperation of several town 
departments and former intern Don 
Nadeau, who is filling in as 
temporary specialist, conservation 
issues are being resolved as fast as 
possible and the transition is, in fact, 
working. She said Town Engineer 
Harold Gillam has spent some time 
walking sites checking for such 
things as the maintenance of erosion 
controls while she and Health 
Director Greg Erickson make site 
visits to check out charges of illegal 
dumping in wetlands. This backup 
by other town officials and 
cooperation among the departments 
is bringing “a little more clout" to 
the Conservation Commission, said 
Duncan. 


Dale C. Jenkins, Jr. of Boxford has 
formally announced his candidacy for 
GOP State Committee for the-1st Essex 
and Middlesex District at a kick off 
event held in Middleton at Angelica's 
Restaurant.

McCoy's 
checkered political history was punctuated on November 13, 
1989 when the pugilistic pol allegedly pummeled fellow 
Selectman Bob Cain in the now-legendary Town Hall Assault. 

After being snubbed by the voters in his first re-election bid, 
the nephew of State Rep. James Robert Miceli (D- Committee 
on Banks and Banking) retreated to Lowell Street. 

Now, two and a half years later, the town's most celebrated 
criminal trial is scheduled to be heard in April, just prior to 
the local election. 

And Mike McCoy is on the comeback trail, 

Can Iron Mike complete the come-back? That can best be 
answered with another question: How long are the memories 
of the voters of Wilmington? Who can forget the front-page 
picture of Cain looking like a cross between Rocky Raccoon 
and the Pillsbury Dough Boy? 

However, the contention cool be made that at least some 
voters will wi forget, opting to give McCoy a forgive 
‘n' forget chance granted to fallen-from-grace pols. McCoy 
was collecting signatures in front of DeMoulas over the 
weekend to what reportedly was a receptive crowd. 

The hurdles ahead for Candidate McCoy were all self-made,

When Mike McCoy last ran for public office, his best 
defense, by all indications, appeared to be an impressive bank 
roll, making him the most extravagant spender in Wilmington 
municipal election history. McCoy outspent his opponents by a 
three-to-one margin. Gamering 1489 votes in 1990, McCoy 
was 562 votes short behind Mark Haldane who grabbed the 
number two slot, 

The Town Crier has reviewed campaign finance reports for 
the 1990 election, in which McCoy reported spending 
$11,571.67. McCoy reported that his funding came entirely 
from his own personal resources. The candidate coming 
closest to McCoy in spending that year was Selectman Dan 
Ballou with $3251.14 in expenditures. McCoy's spending in 
1990 was greater than all the other candidates in all local races 
combined. 

The 1990 race attracted a record turnout, with 4644 voters 
coming to the polls, despite a cold, steady rain. It was destined 
to be the low-point of McCoy's career, who lost his seat when 
the votes were tallied, despite spending $7.77 for each vote he 
received. 

When he last sought re-election, McCoy said his reasons 
were, "To represent the people's interests versus the special 
interests." At that time, McCoy referenced a highly-organized 
conspiracy that was working against him. "I ran because I 
knew a small, powerful group of voices had stilled dissent and 
stifled legitimate discussion of the issues that matter to the 
people of our community. . , We have seen the power of their 
official and unofficialshouse organ twist and manipulate and 
distort all semblance of fair and impartial coverage. Yet I have 
survived their assault," wrote McCoy just four weeks before 
defeat. 

How Nixonesque. 

On election night, McCoy told local media, "I'm only 31 
years old, and I'll be back.”

Dear Larz: 

The Tewksbury Planning Board's 
belated action in denying the Heath 
Bipok Shopping Center leaves 
miiph to be desired as the decision 
could possibly leave the Town of 
Tewksbury without control of the 
de¥elopment. The Planning Board 
had originally approved the plans 
along with conditions written into a 
Site Plan Special Permit. The 
applicant appealed the Site Plan 
Special Permit to the Court and 
after a hearing the Court ruled: 

1, The applicant has a right, 
under the Tewksbury Zoning By- 
laws, to build as.the proposed area 
is zoned for General Business and 
this type of development is allowed 
in the General Business Zone. 

2. Paragraphs in the Site Plan 
Special Permit relating to off-site 
improvements were null and void 
as the Planning Board does not 
have jurisdiction outside the pro- 
posed site area. 

3, The Court remanded the Site 
Plan Special Permit back: to the 
Planning Board for review and 
implementation of the Court's 
decision (which some members 
completely ignored), 

The Tewksbury Planning Board 
held a new hearing and during the 
hearing various aspects of the Plan 
were discussed, but apparently the 
conditions decreed by the Court 
were laid aside. The development 
of this area would: 

(A) Increase the tax base of the 
town by approximately $200,000, 

(B) Improve the aesthetics of the 
buildings presently on site, plus 
provide a safer and more modern 
parking area, 

(C) Provide a better system for 
traffic flow on Route 38 from the 
site area to the intersection of Main 
and Shawsheen Street, and has the 
potential to partially decrease the 
gridlock that engulfs this area at 
various times. 

Traffic density will surely 
increase with the development of 
this shopping area, but improve- 
ment of the present traffic 
conditions will not occur without 
development because of financial 
conditions that exist at this time at 
the State and Town levels, 

I don't dispute the right of the 
members of the Planning Board to 
make the decision they did, but the 
manner in which the decision 
occurred was embarrassing and 
disgraceful, 

The Chairman closed the hearing 
and asked the members what their 
preference was. No motion was 
forthcoming from the members. 
The Chairman repeated his 
question - dead silence. The

This letter is in response to recent 
letters to the editor which appeared 
in local newspapers and were 
written by former five year 
Planning Board member Will 
Lambert. 

It should first be articulated from 
the onset that the Tewksbury 
Planning Board stands behind its 
unanimous vote to deny a Site Plan 
Special Permit for the developer of 
Heath Brook Plaza (also known as 
"Marshalls' Mall") which is located 
on busy Route 38 in Tewksbury. 
There is no doubt in our minds that 
the unanimous vote of denial taken 
February 5, 1992 was done in the 
best interests of the inhabitants of 
the Town of Tewksbury. In fact we 
resent the statement by former 
Planning Board member Will 
Lambert that we acted "disgrace- 
fully." Au Contrair Mr, Lambert. 

The facts are that Will Lambert 
as a former Planning Board 
member voted for the approval of 
the first Site Plan Special Permit 
for the Heath Brook Plaza site 
which would effectively triple the 
size of the existing site as did a 
majority of the board in office that 
fall of 1988, 

It was the developer who in 1990 
decided to modify his plans and 
seek a new Site Plan Special Permit 
from the Tewksbury Planning 
Board, This reapplication simply 
meant that the permitting process 

would start from scratch once 
again. In the interim, from the fall 
of 1988 to the reapplication in 
1990 two new Planning Board 
members were elected and hence 
Will Lambert was defeated for 
re-election. 

The 1990 membership of the 
Tewksbury Planning Board 
accepted the developer's appl- 
ication to triple the size of Heath 
Brook Plaza from approximately 
60,000 square feet to over 180,000 
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the permit but this time imposed 
various conditions which would 
improve vehicular traffic and 
safety both on and off the site, 

The developer of Heath Brook 
Plaza did not agree with the 
conditions as set forth in the 
Planning Board's approval and as 
is his right, the developer appealed 
the Planning Board's decision. 

After much legal negotiating in 
Land Court, Judge Cauchon 
disallowed various conditions from 
the Planning Board's decision and 
remanded the application back to 
the Planning Board which once 
again required a new application 
and hearing. 

After nearly three months of 
hearings and negotiating with the 
developer, the Planning Board 
members were unconvinced with 
the developer's sincerity and 
commitment to-improving traffic 
on Route 38 and providing for safe 
and efficient vehicular and 
pedestrian movement within the 
site, 

At the final hearing held on 
February 5, 1992, the Planning 
Board had been advised that the 
developer of Heath Brook Plaza: 1) 
was about to seek an amendment to 
the State issued permit for road 
improvements to Route 38, 2) had 
not advised the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works that 
in fact a "Super Grocery Store" 
was planned as a tenant within the 
site, and 3) would not provide 
documented proof that adequate 
security measures would be taken 
to assure safety for people who 
would be parking in the rear of the 
plaza. 

Since these issues could not be 
properly answered by the 
developer at the February 5, 1992 
meeting the Planning Board 
requested a continuance to the 
hearing as required by law, but the 
developer would not consent. 
Therefore the Planning Board was 
faced with an ultimatum which 
meant to either approve an 
inadequate plan or to deny the 
application in the best interest of 
the residents of Tewksbury. We 
chose the latter and our opinion 
remains firm. 

Contrary to Will Lambert's 
opinion that we discourage 
business, the fact is that we 
encourage growth, controlled 
growth that is which includes input 
from Tewksbury residents who 
must travel Route 38 every day. 

If the Town of Tewksbury is ever 
to improve traffic on Route 38 and 
at Heath Brook Plaza, the time to 
begin is now and we believe the 
people of Tewksbury are about 
ready for responsible government 
and leadership, This is a role we 
welcome

Community schools 
off to good start 


Good news keeps coming from 
Wilmington Community Schools, 
(WCS) the adult evening arts and 
education program that is 
re-opening at Wilmington High 
school this spring. Walk-in 
registration was held last Monday, 
and it was a phenomenal success, 

Wilmington residents swarmed 
into the high school cafeteria hoping 
to be one of the first to sign up for 
the coveted computer courses. 
There are currently 30 computers at 
Wilmington High being used for the 
two computer classes; Wordperfect, 
which is a word processing 
program widely used in business; 
and Lotus 123, a very popular 
spreadsheet program. Each student 
works on his or her own terminal, 
therefore, only 15 people are 
accepted per class. The WCS course 
brochure which was distributed to 
all residents in early February and 
again three weeks later offered only 
one Lotus 123 and two Wordperfect 
courses, "When I saw. the lines 
beginning to form at 5:30 p.m., I 
knew I would have to turn away 
scores of people," said Karen Shaw 
DiGiovine, director of WCS. 

In an effort to accommodate as 
many people as possible, she added 
two more Lotus classes and a third 
Wordperfect class. These also filled 
within minutes of the doors 
opening. Many people did end up 
leaving disappointed and still more 
are on a long waiting list. 

There was also a new course added 
at the last minute. Computers and 
software is a hands on course using 
the IBM PC and exploring data 
base, spreadsheets, wordprocessing 
and a comparison of software 
including what some of the newer 
softwares do best. 

Apparently people are thirsty for 
computer knowledge. It may be due 
to the recession or the poor job 
market. Many businesses now 
require that potential employees 
have some computer experience. 
When DiGiovine took on the 
responsibility of director of WCS 
she did so with two goals in mind. 
The first was to fill a gap in the area 
of constructive things to do during 
leisure time. DiGiovine grew up in 
Wilmington, attended Wilmington 
public schools and then returned 
here after her marriage in 1987. 
She felt there was a lack of 
educational, artistic and self 
improvement opportunities in 
Wilmington for adults. 

Her second goal is to make a 
contribution to the school system, 
which has been dealt crippling 


blows by the severe budget cuts that 
continue to take place year after 
year. The profits from adult 
education will therefore go directly 
into the school system. DiGiovine 
feels there is an immediate need to 
upgrade the computers and business 
machinery at the high school. It's 
obvious that our high school 
students will be required to be 
proficient in updated computer 
programs in order to remain 
competitive, 

She also would like to provide the 
elementary grades with proper 
educational materials. 

"There is so much to get 
accomplished. I have been running 
full steam ahead with this project, 
and its success thus far is due in 
large part to the support and 
assistance from Superintendent Bill 
Fay and all his staff. They show an 
unerring willingness to devote 
themselves to anything that may 
benefit the school system.

Great fishing in 
your own backyard 


by Bill Conlon 

If you want great fishing, look no 
further than your backyard. 

Right here in Massachusetts there 
is fishing a-plenty, with records to 
be broken and awards to be won. 

The abstract of the fish and game 
laws lists the minimum sizes for the 
Freshwater Sportfishing Awards 
Program, for Massachusetts game 
species. If you take a fish over the 
size listed, simply have the fish 
weighed at any state Weigh Station 
(ie. Wildside Sports in North 
Wilmington, Barnacle Bill's in 
Littleton, DiGloria's in Methuen, 
etc.) and they'll do the rest. They'll 
provide the forms to fill out. 

If you're really in a bind, you can 
have the fish weighed on a market 
scale, but bring a few witnesses. 
Dan McGuiness from the Division 
will have the scale checked later for 
accuracy, but do try to find a state 
Weigh Station. It saves trouble. 

If your fish meets the limit for a 
as Freshwater Sportfishing Award, 
you'll get a nifty bronze pin from 
the state, to wear on your hat and 
brag about for all eternity. The pin 
gives the year, and species of fish, 
and is about the size of a nickel. 

But, if your fish is the biggest one 
of the year for that species, you get 
a gold pin and plaque, and you'll be 
given 15 minutes worth of fame at 
the annual awards ceremony, held 
at the Eastern Fishing & Outdoors 
Expo at the Worcester Centrum, 

Here are 1991 Freshwater Sport- 
fishing Awards gold pinners. If the 
fish sound "beatable" -- they are.

But Massachusetts has plenty of 
good fishing, and the state will even 
give you an award if you get lucky. 
That's a pretty deal.

The state and the US Fish & Wild- 
life Service are offering a "bonus 
fishery" in Lake Quinsigamond in 
Worcester. Hundreds of Atlantic 
Salmon, up to 12 pounds in size, are 
being stocked into the Q, just for 
fun. Other deep bodies of water, 
outside the Merrimack and Connec- 
ticut River watersheds, are being 
considered for stocking some 1500 
of the big fish, The salmon were 
retired from the US stud ranch for 
the Atlantic Salmon Restoration 
Program, since biologists find that 
salmon eggs have a high failure rate 
if the parent fish are spawning for 
the second time around. Waters to 
receive the salmon include Lake 
Cochituate in Framingham, Lake 
Mattawa in Orange, and Long Pond 
in Plymoth, with more to come. 

For legal purposes, the salmon 
are counted as landlocked salmon, 
so there is a two fish limit and an 
18-inch minimum size.

sphere, pizza, wagons, 
pizza, musicians, pizza, clowns,

This is then topped with the 
best quality of cheese at the right 
amount so that the grease is not 
running down your hand as you 
eat the slices. 

The vegetable toppings are 
noticeably fresh even after they 
have been cooked.Pizza is proba- 
bly the one item that Arthur has 
not left any room for improve- 
ment by his younger generation. 

He introduced the wheat and 
whole grain crusts about 12-years 
ago. About four to five years ago, 
Arthur came up with the low 
cholesterol pizza. 

Paul recalls that Cabot Farms 
had developed a cheese that had a 
lower cholesterol rating but still 
had the taste that makes a Prince 
Pizza. “It looked and tasted good 
on a pizza.” 

Paul notes “We are continually 
trying to upscale the menu.” 

The restaurant has a history 
that is probably as unique as its 
design. According to Paul. the 
Prince Macaroni Company came 
up with the idea of starting a 
chain of take-out stands. Several 
were started throughout the state. 

However, the concept never 
mute took off and at one time only 
the Saugus location and one in 
Quincy were remaining. Saugus is 
the only survivor.

Arthur hired a contractor to 
frame what is now the Wheels and 
Wagon room. However, Paul said 
the inside painting and trim was 
done by all the family.

He remembers that after decid- 
ing to call it the Wheels and 
Wagon Room, Arthur gave Paul 
and brother Steve the money to go 
to New Hampshire and buy the 
decorations from old farms in that 
state, 

Some of those decorations can 
still be seen on the walls today. 
One of them is a horse drawn car- 
riage that hangs from the ceiling 
of the pub. 

Another wagon used to be the 
Stage. However, when a larger 
Stage was needed, the wagon was 
relegated to a spot outside the 
door of the room. 

Wind and weather finally took 
its toll and the wagon has been 
retired. 

Paul notes that although the 
children were all put to work dur- 
ing the early days, Arthur also 
made them work for other places 
for at least a year before coming 
back to work full time at the 
restaurant, Steve, a Williams 
College graduate, went to work as 
a wine salesman for the Almaden 
Wine Company. 

Paul graduated from Yale, 
where he was on the hockey team. 
After an injury at Yale, he contin- 
ued his hockey career in Italy. 

That gave him the opportunity 
to travel through out Europe and 
the former Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics. 

When he returned to this coun- 
try, Paul went to work for the 
Prince Macaroni Company in 
Lowell until it was taken over by 
Borden Foods. 

“T never wanted to be involved 
with the restaurant, when I was 
younger,” Paul said. 

“Now I'm older and when I go 
to other restaurants, I’m really 
proud of what we do,” 

Growth in the restaurant and in 
his family would seem to be 
enough for any person, However, 
the story would not be complete 
unless the reader is told of 
Arthur’s growth as a humanitari-

He has become involved in a 
number of local charities but is 
best known for his involvement 
with the Massachusetts Bay 
Neurofibromatosis Society.

Shriners Burns Center 


Mrs. Susan R, Weld, wife of 
Governor William F, Weld of 
Massachusetts, visited the 
Shriners Burns Institute in Boston 
on Thursday, January 30th, Mrs. 
Weld said she wanted to see first 
hand the functions of one of the 
world's greatest philanthropies. 
Dr. Salvatore P. Russo, Burns 
Hospital Administrator conducted 
Mrs. Weld on a tour of the Unit, 
introducing patients and staff.

A federal judge has approved a 
$3.8 million settlement of a law- 
suit against Bolar Pharmaceutical 
Company. If you bought Bolar's 
generic versions of Dyazide or 
Macrodantin (drugs that are used 
primarily to treat high blood pres- 
sure and urinary tract infections, 
respectively) between August 21, 
1987, and December 12, 1990, you 
can file a claim. If your claim is 
approved, you'll receive either the 
price you paid for the drugs or a 
prorated share of the settlement 
fund, depending on how many 
people. file a claim.

To get a claim form, write to 
Bolar Pharmaceutical Litiga- 
tion, Department M, P.O. Box 
57, Philadelphia, PA 19105, or 
call 1-800-222-2760. Complete 
and return the form immedi- 
ately; the claim must be post- 
marked no later than February 
28, 1992. You don’t need a law- 
yer to file your claim, 

‘The lawsuit charged that Bolar 
falsified documents when it sought 
government approval to sell the 
drugs. Bolar admitted no wrong- 
doing but agreed to establish the 
$3.8 million fund to settle the suit 
brought by several consumer pur- 
chasers of these generic drugs.
